ft will be a unique situation for 


the Hope Bobcats when they hit the 
field Friday night to take on the

Many things will be at stake, 


and one of them will be the pride 
of the Hope team, which was 
shaken by the 14-6 setback Pres- 
cott dealt in the Bobcats' home 
opener last year. That marked the 
first time the Curley Wolves had 
beaten HHS on the gridiron in 33 
years, 


The series is one of the fav* 


orites around this area, and it has 
moved Into near equality with the 
famed Nashville rivalry, Thus it 
really hurt for the Cats to drop 
this particular game last season, 
and they will remember that hurt 
come Friday evening. 


Often It is relaxing to remom- 


ber the glamour years of '63 and 
'64, and their results are quite 
applicable in Hope's present sit- 
uation. Back then our teams knew 
what it was like to win; this is the 
all-important virtue that creates 
a burning hate of losing, and ev- 
eryone worked cohesively to win, 
as the present Bobcats are trying 
to do. 


Recall the two squads mention- 


ed above for just a moment. Back 
in '63 the Bobcats dropped a tough 
19-7 decision to AAA Texarkana 
before a full house at Hammons 
Stadium, and realized that they 
still had a long way to go. They 
started winning the next week, and 
wound up 11-1 and 4-AA champ- 
ions, much to everyone's sur- 
prise, 


The 1964 season was really 


the most exciting, though. Alan 
Howard was brought in from Pine 
Bluff as head coach, and his tough 
practice schedules caused play- 
ers to quit in droves. By the first 
game at Texarkana, only 19 were 
left. 


Those 19 absorbed a 35-6 lick- 


ing from the Razorbacks, and re- 
mained the only stic^jrjgitxen 
though a few more came put later. 
However, none of the newcomers 
was to see hardly any action at 
all. 


So while nearly everyone gave 


up talk of another 4-AA title, 
Howard's Hitters got down to 
business. They merely embarked 
on a nine-game winning string 
which carried them into the dis- 
trict finale at Warren needingon- 
ly a tie for the title. 


In one of the most exciting 


games this writer has ever seen, 
the teams fought it out after a 
three-inch rain had turned the 
Warren field into a true swamp. 
The Bobcats fought to a 7-0 lead, 
which appeared to be enough. 


However, the Fighting Lumber- 


jacks launched one final drive in 
the dying moments, relying on the 
bullying tactics of All-State full- 
back David McMurry, The 'Jacks 
drove for a touchdown with half a 
minute left, but still had to kick 
the PAT. Jerry Burnett broke 
through and blocked the attempt, 
actually 
breaking a Warren 


player's leg who fell in the way 
of Burnett's mad dash. Hope was 
offsides, though, and the final try 
gave Warren a 7-7 tie, The 4-AA 
championship stayed in Hope, 
though, and the 19 who stayed 
beat Nashville a week later for 
a 104-1 year.

N.Y., 


auditorium, not far from the 
Rockefeller estate in Tarry- 
town. 


Recalling his campaign for 


the GOP nomination In which he 
promised 
"new leadership," 


Rockefeller said: "For three 
months this summer I stumped 
the country from coast to coast 
demanding new leadership. Well 
tonight 1 am here to welcome, 
on behalf of all of us In West- 
Chester County, a man who's 


, going to provide that new.lead-, 


ershlp." 


This was the first time since 


the convention that Rockefeller, 
who 
had 
once said 
Nixon 


couldn't give that leadership, 
appeared with the candidate. He 
had however, endorsed him, as 
had Javlts and Lindsay. 


The Westchester County Cen= 


ter was packed with some 5,500 
persons who Ignored the heat of 
the hall as they showered Nixon 
with confetti, cheered, him re- 
peatedly and crowded around 
trying to shake hands with him 
and his wife Pat. 


Nixon said he has had bigger 


crowds, but none as enthusias- 
tic. So eager were the people to 
see the candidate that a good 
portion of the crowd waited out- 
side after the rally for a final 
glimpse of him driving away. 


In his speech, Nixon brought 


up a major theme of his

paign—that 
members of the

The 
ASROC Is a antisubmarine mis- 
sile which can be fired from 
Navy-surface craft and uses ei- 
ther an acoustic homing torpedo 
or depth charges.

The job before the Little Rock 


meeting Is the namlngof the third 
member of the county election 
commission in each of the state's 
75 counties— a formidable task at 
best, but complicated by a deep- 
seated political quarrel which 
was only made worse by a 
partisan decision in the supreme 
court. 


Gov. 
Winthrop 
Rockefeller 


argued that as the majority party 
in the state the Republicans had 
the right to demand acceptance of 
their slate for the third-man posi- 
tion, But the supreme court held 
this was not so— that it would be 
legal merely to name the third 
member as "representing the 
Republican party" —not neces- 
sarily the Republican of the 
governor's choice, not neces- 
sarily a Republican at all. 


The Arkansas Supreme Court 


stands convicted of making a 
partisan maneuver on words and 
flagrantly violating the people's 
notion of political fair play. A 
Democratic court handed down an 
arbitrary decision favoring the 
traditional establishment in an 
effort 
to avoid a defeat this 


November such as the one it ex- 
perienced 
when 
Republican 


Rockefeller 
was elected two 


years ago. 


Ours is strictly an objective 


view, pointing out what an outcry 
there would have been -had the 
court been;Republioan and Issued 
a similar' edict giving* complete 
election control to the party of Its 
own faith. It's a poor rule that 
doesn't work both ways — and an 
objective editor is bound to say 
so. 


Nominally your editor is a 


registered Democrat, and was so 
in Pennsylvania before moving to 
Arkansas 45 years ago. I support- 
ed Rockefeller two years ago, and 
probably will again In November. 


But on principle and merit — 


not on party label or political 
maneuver. 


Even If we go for Rockefeller 


tills second time we give notice 
here and now we will oppose his 
announced proposal to seek a 
state -wide bond Issue. Between 
Rockefeller and his Democratic 
opponent this is a moot issue.

French Plane 
Crashes, 95 
Are Killed 
NICE, France (AP) - An Air 


France 
Caravelle 
Jet liner 


crashed into the Mediterranean 
Sea today killing all 95 persons 
aboard, Including Gen. Rene 
Cogny, who commanded French 
troops In North Vietnam at the 
time Dien Blen Phu fell, the air- 
line said. 


The plane, just recently put 


Into service, was on a flight 
from Ajacclo, Corsica, to Nice, 
on the Riviera. Shortly before 
the crash, the pilot messaged; 
"Fire aboard!" 


The wreckage of the plane 


was located 12 miles off the Ri- 
viera coast. 


The pilot of the plane, which 


was approaching 
Nice for a 


landing at Its seaside airport, 
shouted one last message into 
his radio: "There is still fire 
aboard. We. . ." and his voice 
broke off. 


Several residents of the Ri- 


viera reported seeing a huge 
black column of smoke rising 
from the sea off Capd'Antlbes. 
Others reported a ball of fire 
shortly before the twin-jet plane 
disappeared. Fisherman Marlus 
Guls said he beard an explosion. 


A search by sea and air was 


begun in rainy weather. One 
plane signalled that there ap- 
peared to be lifeboats around 
the wreckage, but this was not 
confirmed. The first three bod- 
ies brought to the mainland by 
helicopters were badly burned.
